INSTEAD OF OXYGEN 


A young doctor described at 3 
Sutton, Surrey, inquest last month 
how he had administered pure car- 
bon dioxide, under the impression 


that it was pure oxygen, to a six-{ 


year-old girl who collapsed while 
undergoing an operation in the’ 
Sutton and Cheam Hospital.

Dr. E. Newman said that the 
child, who was to be operated on 
for double mastoid. was the jast 
of eight “cases. 


Stopped Operation 

Dr. Pitts had ‘administered 
anaesthetic to six other cases, and 
gave the child first ethyl chloride 
and ether. and then ether and car- 
bon dioxide. . 

During the operation the sur- 
geon, Mr. Dingley, ‘noticed that 
the child was turning blue, He 
immediately called Dr. Pitts’ at- 
tention to the fact and the opera~ 
tion was stopped. 

As no pulse could be felt. Mr. 
Dingley told Dr. Pitts to give the 
child pure oxrren. 

“I then went to the other side 
of the table and saw that the child 
was receiving pure carbon dioxide.” 
said Dr. Newman 

This was immediately correct- 
ed. Artificial respiration was ad- 
ministered and the heart was mas- 
saged without success.
